ONDON, November 12.--Of course 
Fs something thas been telegraphed to 

the United States about the uncom- 
monly plucky thing that tite Rev. R. J. 
Campbell did the other night. The young 
famous Dr. Parker at the city temple 
and who recently visited the United 
States, contributed to The National Re- 
view, not long ago, a scathing attack on 
the character of British workingmen. 
He said they were addicted to drunken- 
ness. laziness and improvidence, and, 
as Americans will have heard, the at- 
tack aroused a storm of wrath on the 
part of its subjects. When Mr, Camp- 
bell went tothe city temple on the 
following Sunday morning, an’ angry 
mob was waiting for him, and, though 
he was not actually molested, he was 
in imminent peri] every moment, as he 
walked unflinchingsy through the crowd 
of malevolent angry men. Soon after- 
wards the clergyman was challenged to 
repeat his charges against British lab- 
orers before a gathering of them, but 


without any idea, of course, that he 
would do it. The unexpected happen- 


ed, however, when the doughty “Little 
Minister,” as he ‘thas since been dub- 
hed, faced a hostile audience of hard- 
faced sons of tofl at Ladbroke Grove 
chapel, the other night, repeated to their 
faces al] the hard things he had writ- 
ten of their class, and did it in such a 
fashion that his foes became his friends, 
and cheered him and thanked him. 

To Americans specially the incident 
is worth more than brief. cable dis- 
patches which may have told about. it, 


‘because it proves that the pulpit of the 


city temple—the church so well known 
to travelers from across the water, and 
where sO many American divines have 
preached—is filled by a man who is rot 
unworthy of its traditions. Ever since 
the time of Joseph Parker. the famous 
London clergyman who ventured to 
criticise the present king, then prince 
of Wales, and who called upon God to 
damn the sultan, Americans in wondon 
have flocked to the city temple. Beecher 
preached at the city temple, and Par- 
ker’s old Bible there contains his signa- 
ture and those of the other American 
pulpit oraturs who followed his example. 
It was, of course,’ expected at first that 
an American preacher would be chosen 
as Parker's successor, but once the city

Campbeil up from Brighton and heard 
him preach, they made up their minds

Gold Ore Extracted. 

Utah extracts gold from ore brought 
from that state, and shows the cyanide 
process. The ore is reduced to sand in 
the great crushers, and is then passed 
through a series of large vats, in one of 
which is a solution of cyanide and po- 
tassium. When this gold is touched by 
thig solution, it is dissolved. Then the 
water, with the gold held in solution, is 
‘drained into another trough, the baser 
metals remaining with the sand in the 
bottom of the vat. In the next vat 
another chemical is added and the gold 
again takes on a solid form and setties 
to the bottom where it can be easily 
collected. In all, the gold passes through 
eleven vats.

Of all the prisoners, Tullio Murri shows 
the least concern in the proceedings, 
He is either absolutely shameless or 
possessed of superb courage, Professor 
Lombroso, the great Italian criminol- 
Ogist, says that the formation of his 
skull alone suffices to classify him among 
the “‘irresponsibles,.’’

IT MAY RETIRE BATTLE SHIPS. 


What Will Happen When Submarino 
Is in General Service. 

If the battle ships cease to exist, forts 
to repel them will be worthless, says 
Morgan ‘Roberison in The November 
World’s Work. They are nearly as ex- 
pensive as battle ships and much more 
effective. Then, if transports have no 
battle ships to oppose them, they need 


have no battle ships to protect them; | 


and, as for a base of scouts and tor- 
pedo boats, all they need is coal and an 
admiral to report to. An ¢(mproved de- 
stroyer may carry a@n admiral, not in 
such comfort as does the big and roomy 
battle ship, but faster. And, with the 
additional speed available, coaling sta- 
tiong may be farther apart without hin- 
drance to fleet operations, and block- 
ades, the only practical method of na- 
val offense may be maintained farther 
at sea, safe from the fire of forts and 
the attacks of submarines. 

As for the future value of conveying 
transports, what will be the use of 
sending soldiers across the sea to cer- 
tain death within a short distance of 
land? With twenty submarines in place 
of each coast defense ship, with a 
“mother ship’’ to supply food, water and 
supplies for every five of these duck- 
lings and with one fast surface crait 
for a scout, what transport that might 
slip by the battle ship, could hope to 
land her soldiers? And what invading 
warcraft, slower than the scout, could 
catch her, or destroy her except by sur- 
prise; which is a scout’s business to pre- 
vent? Transports, to be successful, will 
need to be faster than the scouts that 
will report them; and, since this is phys- 
ically impossible, invasion by sea will 
come to an end. It is safe to say that 
if Russia, at the beginning of the war, 
had expended upon submarines the cost 
of two or three of her bottled up battle 
ships, not a Japanese regiment could 
have landed on rea and remained a 
regiment. With cheap eubmarines of 
50 miles of submergence, and 400 of sur- 
face action attached to every seaport, 
no transport or slow going battle ship 
would dare approach an enemy’s coast 

The battle ship, with its seven or 
eight hundred men to die when disaster 
comes, is an expensive § investment. 
Those who advocate its continuance do 
not advocate its development. No one 
argues for the buildings of battle ships 
twice as long and broad and deep as 
those that now exist, with twice the 
thickness of armor and weight of guns. 
Yet, if the big battle ship be not de- 
veloped still further, it will cease to 
exist. For a time, its work can be 
done by the armored cruiser; then, as 
the speed and vision of the submarine 
is increased and gerfected, by the fast 
protected cruiser and faster destroyer;

Volume and Value of Traffic. 

During the recent past there have been 
in service on the Alabama river seven 
buats with registered tonnage from 209 
to 320. They draw 3 to 5 feet loaded and 
10 to 30 tnches empty. They run from 
Mobile to Montgomery and from Mobile 
to Selma. The traffice handled during 
the fiscal year of 1903, the last for which 
figures are obtainable, amounted to 145.- 
448 tons, exclusive of timber, with a 
valuation of $10,180,000, to which is adéd- 
ed timber movements valued at $3,500,- 
000. Thls is not anything like a com- 
prehensive statement of the traffic on 
the river because there is no way of se- 
curing the figures save by the reports 
of boat men and river interests and 
these are very slow about sending them 
in and never very accurate. There are 
millions of feet of lumber, I»gs and wood 
passing up and down the river evary year 
tht are not kept track of It is safe 
to say that the traffic of the Alabama

The building of the Peary ship sug- 
gests the thought that all the romance 
of the sea and voyages to unknown 
parts does not belong to the past. [Even 
the construction of merchant vessels 
is still sometimes suggestive of adven- 
ture in almost unknown fields.. Here in 
| Bucksport, for inStance, vessels have 
| been launctied to engage in a hazardous 
trade of which the great world has lit- 
tle knowledge. At Ivigtut, on the Green- 
land coast, are mines of cryolite, a sub- 
Stance described in the dictionary as a 
double fluoride of aluminus and so- 
dium. lt is a translucent metal, whiie 
ur yellowish In color, and somewhat re- 
sembling fce In appearance. In fact, the 
name is deriveg from the Greek words 
for ice and stone. Cryolite is extensive- 
ly used in the manufacture of soap, 
soda, aluminum sulphate, alum, and cryo- 
lite glass. Until superseded by bauxite, 
it was the chief source from which alum- 
Inum was Dbtained. 

The cryolite industry in this country 
centers in Philadelphia, and in its pro- 
ecution an American shipmaster jas 
| Played an important part. Captair 
| Charles B. Dix went into the business 
years ago, making trips to the inhos- 
pitable Greenland shores to revtuin with 
cargoes of the precious “stone-ice.”’ 


Later the firm of McKay & Dix, which | 


ig now constructing the Peary ship, was 
tormed and built a feet of vessels far 
his perilous trade. Captain Dix, a na- 
i.ve of Maine, was of course familiar 
With the shipbuilding resources of tine 
state, and when jin 1900 his firm wanted 
a location fer a new yard, he seiecud 
Bucksport as the site of the enterprise. 
‘Cwo vessels for the cryolite trade were 
ai once built there. 

Familiar with the perils of naviga- 
tion in Greenland waters, Captain Dix 
constructed these vessels especially 
staunch and sturdy that they might the 
better withstand the bite of the ice. 
Even then, the Thallium, a four-masted 
schooner of 590 tons net, became a prey 
to the great force of the white fieids, 
and was lost, although the ship’s com- 
pany escaped. Captain Dix, in build- 
ing his crylite carriers, adopted means 
of strengthening them somewhat simi- 
lar to those employed in Peary’s vesvse!. 
He used steel to reinforce the kee] and 
heavy timbers in the bow to help the 
ship resist the ice. His experience as 
captain and builder makes him excep- 
tionafly well qualified for the task of 
constructing a ship for a pole seeker,

Target shooting as a sport has been 
more or less sharply divided into match 
‘rifle shooting and military rifle shoot- 
‘ing. The points in which the match 
rifle differs from the military, its lighter 
‘trigger pull, finer sights and better fin- 
ish; and, in addition, various departures 
‘from military styles are allowed In the 
way of special attachments, butt plates. 
jheavier weight of barrel, etc. The 
'match rifle also is developed with ac- 
l curacy as its chief aim, and accuracy 
‘at the particular distance it is to be 
‘used; while the military rifie has to be 
adapted to all ranges, and be strongly 
‘built and servieable under adverse con- 
| ditions, even if at the expense of some 
& 
these considerations, it fs 
searcely to be wondered at that the 
‘earget rifle developed with the _ sole 
| object of shoofing from the offff-hand 
' position at 200 yards, as in vogue by the 
(schuetzen) clubs, 
should differ so much from the long- 
match and military rifle. The schuetzen 
rifle has changed but little in many 
years, and in its present form is prob- 
ably as near perfection for !ts purpose 
as it Is to get. Most of the 
| modern schuetzen rifles still use black 
| powder, and in the finest American 
| makes the bullet is pushed down from 
| the muzzle as in the old muzzle loading 
'rifles. They are extremely accurate, 
land the shooting is generally done on 
}sheltered ranges; so that this kind of 
shooting brings the game down to mere- 
ly one of skillful holding. 
Long Range Rifles. 

On the other hand, the long-range rifle 
has of late years approached more and 
more closly to the military, so much so 
that most of the match rjfies now In use 
are merely military rifles 
fine target sights. Skill in 
ishooting at the long ranges, whether 
'with military or match rifles, involves 
‘not only good holding, but also a knowl- 
l edge of the effects of disturbing factors 
Preert as changes of light, wind, baro- 
metric pressure, temperature, etc. 

It must not be supposed, hewever, that 
schuetzen rifle shooting is of no value 
to riflemen who aspire to honors with 
the military or long-range rifle, It has 
the advantage of using very cheap am- 
munition, it is generally done on ranges 
provided with facilities that insure com- 
fort to the shooter during even the 
|coldest and most disagreeable weather, 
| and it is the best possible training for 
‘fine holding. Therefore it is far better 
for the riflemen who would keep in 
practice to shoot 50 or 100 shots at 200 
penety say once a week or two weeks 
during the winter with a schuetzen rifle, 
'than to abandon the game altogether 
| during cold weather. There are a large 
‘number of civilian riflemen who confine 
themselves almost entirely to this kind 
of shooting, and who are nevertheless 
very well posted and skillful] riflemen, 
able to take up other branches of rifle 
| shooting at short notice; and their skill 
‘in holding and intimate knowledge of 
many of the technicalities cf the rifle 
learned by long and careful practice 
With their own weapon certainly put 
them far in the lead of the novice, no 
matter what other branch of rifle shoot- 
ing they adept. 

But it is in long-range shooting, un- 
doubtedly, that the rifleman finds the 
highest development of the sport. And 
in late years, since the advent of the 
modern smokeless powder rifle of high 
' power and smal] caliber, it is gratifying 
to note, in our American as well as in 
the British weapons, that the military 
and match rifle have approached very 
near to each other. In the old black 
‘powder days, the match rifle with its 
paper patched bullet, heavy charge of 
| powder, and necessity of cieaning after 
each shot, was a far different weapon 
than the military rifle. In those days 
to attempt to shoot 1,000 yards with a 
military rific would have been consid. 
ered the height of folly. But now there 
is little difference in the scores made 
with match and military rifles at these 
long ranges.

| Advice That Should Be Heeded! 


“Dont’ meddie, don’t use force, don't 
try to regenerate the south by pollit- 
ical methods.” 

Here is advice that should appeal 
strongly to the wise and the conserva- 
tive men of the north, to the poli- 
ticlans in power as well as to the 
thinking men who can, if they will, do 
most toward directing northern public 
sentiment. 

Itis valuable advice because it rings 
true. It is doubly valuable because it 
comes from prominent educators and 
bishops of the Methodist church identi- 
fied most closely with the work of ne- 
gro education in the southern states. 

The Boston Globe, in its report of 
the annual convention of the Freed- 
men’s Aid and Southern Education So- 
ciety held on November 6 at Manches- 
ter, N. H., tells of the most interesting 
feature of the proceedings of that con- 
vention in this way:

Industrial training is be- 
ing made more prominent in the church 
schools, but the educateg negro Is found 
at his best only where there is a good 
foundation in Iiterary courses and 
mora] and religious training. Industrial 
instruction is not sufficient, 

Bishop Mallalieu wrote: “Set the peo- 
ple of the south a‘ better example. The 
Urbena and Springfleld mobs in Ohio, 
the leaders of which are known to the 
authgrities, and who have not been 
punished, is a clear justification of all 
lynchings of the south I am ashamed 
to say it, but it fs true, that the gov- 
ernois of Mississipp! and Georgia have 
far surpassed the governor of Ohio in 
efforts to prevent lynchings and punish 
hynchers."’ 

Bishop J. W. Hamiltin, for many 
years engaged in promoting eaucational 
work in the south, wrote that there is 
no geography in prejudice ignorance, 
‘crime, vice or barbarism, but the south 
must save itself. | 

This is not merely interesting, but it 
is highly instructive. 

This is the organization that is back 
of ,such institutions as Gammon School 
‘of Theology and Clark university here 
in Atlanta and a large number of simi- 
lar institutions of learning throughout 
‘the southern states. These men have 
learned, because they know conditions 
at the south, that any attempt to deal 
harshly with the south by political 
methods is bound to do infinite harm— 
not to the white people, but to the 
colored people, in whom they have 
their greatest interest. 

Their advice must be followed in 
ispirit and to the letter if the welfare 
of the masses of the colored people is 
to be considered. 

There may be politicians who will 
disagree with this advice, for there are 
always politicians who see profit ta 
‘themselves in agitation. But nothing 
can be truer than that peace and pros- 
perity and permanent good can come to 
‘the masses of the negro race only 
‘when those in authority heed the ad- 
vice of these educators and churchmen: 
| “Dont’ meddle, don’t use force, don’t 
try to regenerate the south by polit- 
‘ical methods.”

| The Irish Are Emigrating. 

| The land act by which Irish tenants 
‘can become peasant r~oprietors has not 
served to allay Irish discontent in an 
appreciable degree. The Irish are emi- 
grating to America, the land of oppor- 
tunity, as they have not emigrated in 
years. At present the movement 
‘across the Atlantic amounts almost to 
‘a hegira. 

In a recent consular report the 
American consul at Plymouth, Eng- 
land, calls particular attention to this 
remarkable recrudescence of Irish emi- 
gration to America and to English 
alarm thereat. 

The British press is calling upon the 


‘government to endeavor to check the. 


‘exodus from the Emerald Isle by ex- 
erting paternalistic power to make the 
‘condition of Irishmen of the poorer 


Irish at home to seek to better their 
condition on these shores. 

In America these most desirable of 
immigrants will be welcomed. We 
would be rejoiced to welcome thou- 
sands of them here in the southern 
states of the American union. The 
Irishman makes a good citizen. He 1s 
not afraid of work and he has in him 
the stuff that self-made men are made 
of. He has done much for other sec 
tions of the country, and he would do 
much for the south. 

It would be well if this section were 
to make an organized effort to divert 
the tide of Irish immigration from 
New York to the south.

Port Arthur’s Dire Extremity. 

If, as the dispatches report, General 
Stoessel, the heroic defender. of Port 
Arthur, has requested of the Japanese 
commander an armistice, the fall of 
the stubborn fortress must be very 
near at hand. The nature of the 4l- 
leged proposed armistice is not stated, 
but it is believed to have to do with 
the treatment of the Russians after 
they have made their last ditch stand. 
It is not believed that General Stoes- 
sel will ever formally surrender. Hs 
has declared that he will never do 60, 
and to the czar he declared that Port 
Arthur will be his tomb Like most 
Russian officers he is @ grim fatalist 
and may have had euicide in mind 
when he cabled his somber prophecy 
to his sovereign weeks ago. Knowing 
that further resistance is but wanton 
sacrifice of brave lives, the gallant 
commandant of Port Arthur may be 
only concerned for the humane treat- 
ment of the small remnant of the gar 
rison before giving history a tragic 
finale for his fata 

It has been evident for some days 
past, if the reports of statements 
made by lately captured prisoners in 
the hands of the Japanese are true, 
that the Russian soldiers are in a 
mood to surrender on their individual 
responsibility. Most of them have 
only been forced to fight this long 
through their belief that the Japanese, 
once they gain possession of the last 
resisting strongholds, will institute a 
sweeping massacre, not sparing even 
the wounded. The Russian officers 
take pains to inspire their men with 
the desperation of such a belief, and 
from a late Associated Press cable 
from Tokio it would appear that the 
Japanese are in such a barbarous 
mood. This cable says: 


The Japanese soldiers are angry and 
inflamed on account of the alleged abuse 
of their wounded by the Russiana, They 
believe they will be murdered if captur- 
ed. Under these conditions it will pos 
sibly be difficult to avold a massacre 
when the troops Meet in the final com- 


bat. 

The siege of Port Arthur fs now in 
its seventh month, during most of 
which time the port has been effec- 
tively blockaded by the fleet of Ad- 
miral Togo. There have been innum- 
erable and fierce assaults in force by 
the Japanese land forces, and many 
bombardments by land and sea. Slow- 
‘ly but surely the Japanese cordon has 
‘tightened about the doomed fortress. 
‘until today only a few forts on the 
‘lower part of the peninsula remain in 
the hands of their brave defenders. 
These, however, are the most formida- 
ble forts of the whole groups, among 
them: being Gold Hill and Tiger’s Tail. 
It is thought that the Russians have 
at last run short of ammunition and 
rations. From the nature of the siege 
they must by this time be in desper- 
ate straits. 
| Port Arthur has indeed been made 
“a second Sevastopol,” as the Rus- 
Sians boasted it would be. Although 
the great Crimean fortress held out 
a year, that historic siege was not 
attended with the terrible carnage 
that has marked the bloody record of 
‘Port Arthur. It is conservatively es- 
\timated that 75,000 lives have already 
'been lost in and before the Manchu- 
rian fortress 

For the sake of humanity ft ts to 
be hoped that the close of the bloody 
chapter will not record a last ditch 
fight or wanton butchery. The Rus-

What is the money cost of running 
@ great national campaign? A corre- 
spondent of The Boston Herald, writ- 
ing from New York, endeavors to fig- 
ure it out, and his computation places 
the total of this year’s campaign at 
$22,500,000. 

The amount of money directly han- 
dled by the two national campaign 
committees is but a small portion of 
this sum. The man who makes this 
| computation places the amount handled 
iby the republican national committee 
at $3,000,000 and that handled by the 
democratic committee at $2,000,000. 
The

The Herald man says, expended by 
the varicus state committees. The 
records show, he says, that for every 
dolltr spent by the national commit- 
tees four dollars are spent hy the com- 
hined state committees. Thier year, 
owing to the close fight upon the state 
tickets In a number of states, the es- 
timate is four and a half to one. 

This is irrespective of the sums 
spent by candidates as their individ- 
ual expenses, of which there is no 
computing. Some idea of where the 
money has gone can be gathered from 
this excerpt from the article re- 
ferred to: 

Much of the democratic committee's 
money has been used in establishing or- 
ganizations {In states which had been 
largely neglected in former campaigns 
and to meet republican aggressiveness 
in Indiana and states in the far west. To 
Indiana alone the democratic national 
committee sent upward of $300,000. The 
state committee added a generous sum 
to this amount, all of which Mr. Taggart 
presumably has used. 

The republican national committee has 
sent hundreds of thousands of dollars 
into the up-state counties of New York 
and Governor Odell spent in the neigh- 
borhood of $250,000 In perfecting his or- 
ganiaztion in New York city and ar- 
ranging his card index of voters. Into 
West Virginia money has poured forth 
from both national headquarters, and 
from the state headquarters as well. A 
golden stream has flowed into Connecti- 
cut, New Jersey, Wisconsin, Rhode Is- 
land and the mountain states from both 
republican and democratic sources, Ac- 
curate details of the expenditures can- 
not, of course, be obtained, Dut neither 
party denies that it has expended hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in all the 
doubtful states. 

The New York democratic state com- 
mittee spent the bulk of its money in 
its effort to perfect an organization in 
the state anqg obtained a generous con- 
tribution from #86 national committee. 
Realizing that the party lacked a ma- 
@hine of any kind in mans parts of the 
state, William §S. Rodie, of the bureau of 
ganization in New York city and ar- 
ganization that would be useful. Mr. 
Rodie discovered that: this work would 
necessitate an enormous expense, greater 
than the committee ordinarily could af- 
ford, It was decided to continue the 
work, however, and the amount of money 
used has been estimated at from $400,000 
to $600,000.

Cotton Possibilities in Australia. 

The attention of the cotton mill men 
of Great Britain is now turned toward 
Australia, in which continent they 
hope to find a field for the growth of 
the precious cotton staple they so 
greatly need. 

According to United States Consul 
Stephens, at Plymouth, while no effort 
to promote cotton growing in Aus- 
tralia has yet been made, it is hoped 
to find a field there. This hope is 
based upon reports made by the cura- 
tor of the botanical gardens at Palm- 
erston, Australia, who declares that 
the climate and soil of the coastal] re- 
gion of the northern territory of 
‘South Australia are admirably adapt- 
|ed to the growth of cotton. In that 
‘region it is found in many places 
among the indigenous vegetation. 
There are, the curator writes, thov- 
sands of acres of land suitable for the 
| srowth of cotton and blessed with 
never failing rainfall. 

Mr. Stephens notes the progress 
made in this direction in the British 
Central African protectorate. Two 
years ago, aS an experiment, 692 
pounds of cotton were sent from the 
protectorate to England and this was 
increased to 58,000 pounds last year, 
for which an average price of 16 cents 
.& pounds was paid in the English 
market. This year it is expected that 
no less than 800 tons will be shippod 
to England and that treble this quan- 
| tity will be produced in 1905. 
| Most of this crop has been grow: 
\from Egyptian seed, but American and 
‘other varieties are now being used. 
The cost of transportation is the 
greatest handicap, but a movement is 
on foot for the construction of a rail- 
‘Toad from the coast to Elantyre.

In the elghth, Monroe, the democrat, 
had the support of all the states except 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and Dela- 
ware, all north of the Potomac. 

In the tenth election John Quincy 
Adams received, in the electoral college, 
the solid vote of New England and a 
large majority of al] the northern states 
over Jackson, Crawford and Clay, the 
candidates voted for by the eouth. No 
one having received a majority of the 
electoral vote, the house of representa- 
tives again had to elect, and In this body 
Adams received the solid vote of New 
England, together with the votes of 
New York. Maryland, Ohlo, Illinois, Mis- 
souril and the votes of two states south 
of the Ohio river, Loutst@na and Ken- 
tucky; and thus defeated Andred Jack- 
son. 

In the eighteenth election, 1856, James 
Buchanan, the Pennsylvania democrat, 
was elected, but lost the votes of all 
the northern states, except New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Indiana and Illinois, all 
| the others voting for Freemont, the free- 
soiller, except Maryland, which voted for 
Fillmore. 

In the nineteenth election, 1860, the 
north arrayed itself solidly against the 
south. Elected Abraham Lincoln, whose 
party platform on which hs was elected 
was a virtual declaration of war on the 
‘southern people and southern states. He 
received the solid vote of all the states 
‘north of the Potomac and the Ohio, ex- 
cept the two little states of Delaware and 
New Jersey. Thus was arrayed a prac- 
tically solid north against the tong-suffer- 
ing and forbearing south. There were 
then some democrats, goog and true, in 
all the northern states, but they were !m- 
potent and too small in number to save 
the party and the republic from ruin of 
the party born of passion and prejudice 
and envy and hate of the south, They are 
now more impotent than they were then. 
Then there were two redeming spots on 
the map of the north, Delaware and New 
Jersey.

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What of the Futurr? 

Editor Constitution: I read with con- 
siderable interest your editorial in to- 
day’s issue, “The Party Must Take 
Charge of Itself.‘ There is no question 
but that the result of the national elec- 
tion of last Tuesday should challenge 
the profoundest thought of all who hold 
to democratic principles and love the 
democratic party. Especially significant 
is it to southern democrats. 

We have reached the strong centralized 
government which was the dream of 
Hamilton. The pendulum has about 
swung its full length. The government 
tn its every department fs dominated by 
a party which ifs in turn ruled by a 
comparatively small, but enormously 
wealthy class whose wealth is the re- 
sult in the main of governmental fa- 
voritism, and this {llgotten wealth flows 
out In golden streams to perpetuate the 
power of that party whose policies made 
{ts acquirement possible and whose 
promise is to “stand pat’ upon these 
policies, and to continue to protect and 
leonserve these favored classes. Thus 
‘the republican party !s of necessity. as 
‘well as by reason of its principles of cen- 
‘tralization and protection, the “conserv- 
ative” party. It stands for the conserva- 
tion of present abuses. The natural 
line of cleavage between the two great 
parties of the country was admirably 
expressed by Jefferson in the evening of 
‘his life, when his philosophical powers 
were at their best, as follows: 

‘Men by their constitutions are natu- 
‘rally divided {nto two parties: (1) Those 
who fear and distrust the people and 
wish to draw all powers from them into 
the hands of the higher classes; (2) those 
‘who {dentify themselves with the people. 
have confidence in them, cherish and 
consider them as the most wise deposi- 
tory of the public interests. In every 
country these two parties exist, and tn 
every one where they are free to think, 
sneak and write, they will declare them- 
selves.” 

Cal) them by what name you please, 
whigs and tories, conservatives and lib- 
erals, republicans and democrats, as 
Jefferson continues, “they are the same 
parties still, and pursue the game ob- 
ject.” As indicated by Jefferson, this 
line of cleavage existed In all govern- 
ments then, as it does now. We know, 
at least, that such {s the case fn Eng- 
land and !n our own country. We know, 
too, on which side of the dfviding Iine 
the republican party stands. 

The quvt€stion arises, on which side 
stands the democratic party? On which 
sfde did [ts organization stand during 
the past campaign? Or, was there an 
attempt to find foothold on both sides, 
or was {ts position misunderstood? And 
further, where do we stand today, and 
where 46 we propose to stand in the 
future? 

The democratic party has been defeated 
before, as all parties have been and 
will be again—yea, even the republican, 
but it is utterly !mpossible to reconcile 
such a crushing defeat, tn spite of the 
prevailing conditions above menttoned, 
calling so loudly as they do for the ap- 
plication o? democratic correctives, with 
normal democratic health. Unless there 
was something wrong somewhere we 
should not have had the spectacle of a 
reactionary ‘“‘conservative” party, drunk 
with years of power, arrogant with 
wealth drawn from the masses by the 
favored classes, striking down and utter- 
ly routing the hitherto ‘“unterrified’’ 
democracy—the erstwhile party of the 
people. It may be we have “stumbled” 
many times in the past, but never before 
have we been so “utterly cast down.” 

The questions thus raised cannot be 
answered by pointing out the general 
| prosperity of the country, or the un- 
limited campaign funds of our opponents. 
‘These account for a part, maybe, but not 
‘for all. The answer lies deeper than

After a suspension of three years the) 


college resumed its work in January, 
1866. The number of students that en- 
tered during the spring term wae very 
@mall, amounting to about fifteen in all, 
most of whom lived tn Oxford. None of 
these entered the higher classes. There 
were two sophomores, nine or ten fresh- 
shen and three or four sub-freshmen. 

The sophomores and freshmen recited 
fn languages together, but in other 
studies separafely. The three or four 
Dboys in the preparatory department re- 
cited their lessons to.the members of the 
faculty. Only three members of the 
faculty in charge at the beginning of 
the war were emvloyed, as no others 
were needed. These were Dr. J. R. 
Thomas, president; Dr. L. M. Smith, 
professor of Greek. and Rev. G. W. W. 
Gtone, professdr Sf mathematics. These 
were all men of marked ability and ex- 
perience and they were eminently fitted 
for the places they filled. On account of 
Yhe small number of students the col- 
fege exercises were conducted very much 
on the plan of an academy.

The treaty 
was then ratified by 443 to (05 votes. 
The new treaty with Siam was also rati- 
fied. 

The effect of the Anglo-French treaty 
is to terminate French sovereignty over 
the New Foundland shore, byt through- 
out the debate the principal significance 
of the treaty was attached to its giving 
practical effect to the Anglo-French re- 
approachment.

hoped for by those who have champion- 
ed the cause of such a game. 

If it had not been for the rain and 
the cold thousands of people would have 
been present to witness the most inter- 
esting and best advertised game in the 
history of the Atlanta game. As it was, 
despite all the inclemencies of the weath- 
er. some 1,200 people assembled at Pied- 
mont park to witness the battle for the | 
championsnip of the state. 

Tech colors prevailed in tne grand- 
stand and on tne side lines, but there was 
enough of the Georgia red and black 
there to applaud all brilliant Georgia 
growing discouraged. 

Added to the flaunting of the Georg'a 
flags and the waving of the Getprgia 
colors in the grandstand and on the side 
jines, the Georgia boys were encouraged 
by the presence of two of the prettiest 
girls in the state, who acted ag their 
sponsors and urged them on to victory. 
The two sponsors, who wore the oolors 
of the red and the black were Miss 
Margaret Alexander, daughter of one of 
the professors at tne University of 
North Carolina, at Chapel Hill, who is 
now visiting in Athens, and Miss Edna 
McCandless, one of the fairest of At- 
lanta’s younger social set. 

The Sixteenth Infantry band was pres- 
ent in the grandstand and added to the 
universal noise by playing every time 
some team made a total of five or ten 
yards, which was rather frequent—tpat 
is, for the Tech. 

Tech was not represented by spon- 
gor’, or if they were they were strange- 
ly packed away, not being visible on 
the side lines, but the yelling of 400 
students and the sea of gold and white 
im the grand stand showed that they 
were not without honor in their own 
land. 

Gathered on the side lines were many 
of the alumni of both institutions, men 
who had in the past carried the colors 
of their college to victory in football 
contests, and been participants tm just 
as great victories as the Tech triumph 


over Georgia. 
Georgia Fought to End. 

From the very start Tech had the ad- 
vantage, but there was no sign of the 
quitter atout the Georgia team, and to 
the very end like tigers awaiting a foe 
the Georgians rallied after every attack 
and plunged into every play determined 
to keep down the score as much as pv0s- 
sible and if able to wring victory from

ler, 1 at the right moment. added 
yards to Tech and gave her the distance 
which she sorely needed. Davies was 
there im all his glory darting around the 
ends for long gains, while Day was also 
one of the bright stars of the day. 

Once on the kick off Verlyn Moore, of 
the red and the black, took the hall on 
the run and broke through the entire 
Tech line as it came plunging down the 
field. With a clear field before him and 
a touchdown in sight just 50 yards off. 
it seemed that nothing could stop him. 
Fleet-footed Day was there at the prop- 
er moment and ran down Moore, pin- 
ning him from behind. 

Once Gregg slipped through the line 
and nailed Charlie Cox, who had been 
placed at quarter back after Woodruff 
was retired through injuries, without a 
yard of gain. And through the game 
Gregg did beautiful work. 

Brown’s Good Punting. 

Brown was one of the stars of the 
Tech. His punting was one of the feat- 
ures Of the game, and his three goals 
out of four attempted may well be con- 
sidered good work on such a wet and 
sloppy day. Besides this, he ran well 
with the ball and did nicely on the offen- 
sive. 

One of the most pecullar things that 
have ever happened in a football game 
took place in the first half. Tech had 
forced the ball down to within 3 yards 
of Georgia’s goal. There the Georgia 
line dropped back for a punt. The pasa 
was rather poor, and Sullivan was ina 
hurry. The ball hit the goal posts and 
bounced over the fence. Immediately 
there was a wild scramble to get over 
the fence and get the ball. If a Georgia 


would get but two points, while if Tech 
secured it it meant a touchdown. Every- 
body was trying to boost thelr men over 
the fence. A Tech man got over first, 
reached the ball, touched it to the ground 
and scored a touchdown. 

The score in the game, barring fum- 
bles and flukes, should have been 1/2 to 
0 for the Tech. Georgia’s one touchdown 
was secured as the result of a fumbled 
punt, while Tech secured two touchdowns 
on the same kind of play. 

For Georgia, Rossiter, Wadley, Wood- 
ruff, Sullivan and Sage played the best 
game. Sullivan, despite his unfortunate 
punt which cost a touchdown, played a 
nice game until retired, getting in a 
number of plays and breaking up 6s€v- 
eral of Heisman’s formations, 

Woodruff played well for the red and 
the black, but fiac rew chances to make 
the star plays which had marked his 
work in-the past. He was the man fear- 
ed most by Tech, and consequently was 
watched carefully by every Tech man on 
the.team. Only once did he get off with 
a run, and that one run resulted in a 
joss of 15 yards for Georgia, Woodruff 
being tackled behind the line and slip- 
ping at a fatal moment.

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FOOTBALL AND THE COLLEGE 


By J. W. HEISMAN, Coach Georgia School of Technology. 


| mora] benefits of football to the indl- 

vidual, I omitted reference to one 
other beneficient resultant, for the rea- 
son that while any player may profit in 
‘the aforementialed ways, it is only the 
college player who usually profits by 
the consideration to which I am about 
to refer: hence its moYe logical discussion 
‘under the above title. 

In college football the ’varsity candi- 
dates are required to conform strictly to 
leertain rules and regulations concerning 
‘their habits of life. What, when, where 
‘and how to eat, drink, sleep and, in 
| general, to ‘train,’’ are matters carefully 
‘looked after. Pies, cakes, candies and 
‘like dyspepsia breeding articles of diet 
‘are cut off from his fare; coffee, tea, 
soda waters and other nerve-racking 
stimulants are tabooed; tobacco and al- 
‘eoholic Mquors of any kind are forbid- 
‘den with emphasis. Regularly must a 


player eat and regularly must he re- | 


'tire—and at a reasonable hour. The in- 
calculable benefits of such a regime of 
living no one will be disposed to ques- 
tion. 

Passing now to the more general effect 
‘of football on a college, the most patent 
benefit is perhaps the splendid advertis- 
ling that a good ‘varsity team gives a 
‘college. But few thinking men in this 
day of commercialism will doubt this. 
Hard and sordid and removed from 
aesthetic thought as such a fact may 
be, fact it remains nevertheless. Per- 
haps, sentimentally speaking, colleges 
ought not to be dependent in the slight- 
est degree on tBe so-called modern busi- 
ness methods for patronage and ex- 
pansion and general extension of busi- 
ness, bué they are. It is a condition 
pure and simple which here confronts, 
not a theory. And yet I Dy no means 
say or intimate that a team is fostered 
at a college with this end in view. On 
the contrary, too seldom do the author- 
‘ities recognize the drawing powers of 
good athletics and often are they un- 
necessarily severe where a little patience 
and diplomacy would straighten out a 
‘tangled athletic situation to the entire 
satisfaction of faculty. student body and 
‘athletic team. and still with after ad- 
vantage to the college. I merely say 
that whether foreseen or not on the part 
of the college authorities, a first-class 
football team is the greatest ‘“‘draught’’ 
a college can have for at least 35 per 
cent of young men about to enter higher 
institutions of learning. I am not here 
contending that such a state of affairs is 
the best and only proper one; I have 
nothing to do with that. I simply know 
that in these days the majority of 
parents permit their sons to g0 to 
whichever college the boy wishes, and 
that three times out of four—other things 
being equal—the boy will decide to go 
to the school that puts out good foot- 
ball and baseball teams. Unpalatable ag 
this may sound to some, its considera- 
| tion is unavoidable because of its im- 
'portance. A score of colleges now well 
‘known could be named by most any one 
| which have been literally torn out of 
|absolute obscurity and placed on high 
pinnacles where all may see them 
| sparkling like polished jewels in the daz- 
zling Mmelight of athletic achievement. 
Colleges which a few years ago had no 
‘known “place of residence,’ whose loca- 
‘tion could scarcely be determined by the 
‘regular agents of the railroads run- 
ning through these college communities, 
are now well-known institutions whose 
place of business !s a matter of as com- 
mon knowledge to the publk at large 
as it is to the United States postal 
system. 

Passing to consideration hardly less 
practical we inquire what the effect of 
football is upon the student body as a 
whole. Is it good or is it bad? Are col- 
lege athletics a blessing or an evil? This 
is an old question and my decision wil! 
not be accepted by those who have ‘‘set’’ 
views against intercollegiate sports. Am 
I prejudiced in favor of them even as 
these others are prejudiced against them? 
Undoubtedly yes, but this prejudice is the 
result of eighteen years of experience 
and observation, not alone of college 
sports, but of all there has been and is 
in college life, and if I didn’t believe that 
college sports rightly conducted make 
for good I would not consent to remain 
connected with them as a vocation. 

To strike at the root, in what respect 
does today’s college life, dominated as it 
is, outside of study hours, by the ath- 
letic spirit, differ from that of, say, thirty 
vears ago—before intercollegiate sports 
were introduced? What were the pleas. 
ures, pastimes and general habits of un- 
dergraduate iife at our colleges thirt,

The results of the investigation so far made show that 
about 85 per cent of the whiskey now on the market is a 
compound made up of various tnings not supposed to be found 
in straight whiskey. Nearly all.of this is labeled “rye” or 
“bourbon,” although, officials say, it might as well be callea 
“liniment,”’” or “patent medicine.” 

A great many leiters have been received at the Depart. 
ment. from rectifiers, finding fault with some of the whiskey 
investigations that have been made. Some of these letters 
contain threats of all sorts of vengeance on the chemisis of 
the Government. Applications are also made from citizens 
all over the country asking where absolutely pure whiskey 
can be purchased, but advice of this kind is not given.

NUMBER OF BANK BOOKS LOST. 


Cashier of One Institution Gays on an | 


Average of Five a Day. 
(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

“If we don’t have at Jeast five per- 
Fons every day come in here to 
notice of their lost bank book, we think 
it unusual.” said a cashier of one of 
the city banks recently. “I haven't 
any theorles about it, but it ig a fact 
that there are twice as many of these 
books lost in the summer time as there 
are in the winter, 

“As soon as a book is reported lost a 
check is made against it in the bank 
and the loser is requested to advertise 
the loss. For from a fortnight to thirty 
days ensuing no money can be with- 
drawn on that account, unless the book 
shall be found. If not found, the de- 
positor must apply for a new book. 
Generally an affidavit must first he 
made that the loser cannot find the 
bcok, and that it has not been trans- 
ferred or: assigned, 

“Al) this ts scarcely necessary, but it 
makes a bank absolutely safe in respect 
to that deposit, and it puts the depositor 
to enough trouble to make him or her 
careful thereafter. Everything having 
been performed as outlined, the depusi- 
tor may get a new book, which means 
opening a new account, as accounts are 
never duplicated. 

“In my experience of many years I do 
rot recall a case where finders have pre- 
sented books in hopes of withdrawinx 
money. It would be a]Jmost impossible 
for a person not the owner of the book 
to withdraw a cent on the account. At 
the time of the origina] deposit the de- 
positor before getting a book has to an- 
sewer certain questions which are framéd 
to fix the depositor’s identity, and to 
rretect the depositor. The  depositvr 
must also leave an autograph on the 
bank — register. Whenever money is 
withdrawn these questions must be an- 
ewered and the autograph attached to 
an order. This is an effectual] test. 
Fach book is numbered and bears the 
cepositor’s name. 

“We have been asked if depositora 
would not be better protected if banks 
Omitted the name from the book and 
simply numbered ft. We can see no 
advantage-in that. Whe plan world not 
defeat the purposes of a thief, for one 
who would steal a hank hook would 
know the name of the owner. and the 
withdrawal of denosits is so well cuard- 
ed that even with the owner’s natne a 
firder could not get money from the

In the case of non-dividend stocks there 
Was a good profit in lending them out 
and getting some return on the invest- 
ment. Englishmen, by the way, have got 
themselves into a predicament by going 
short of American stocks several days 
before the election, at several points be- 
low ruling prices. They sold what is 
known as “options,” putting out some 
100.000 shares, mostly Erie and United 
States Steel common. Since then Erie 
advanced 3 or 4 points and I'nited States 
Steel common 7. Foreigners ‘‘hedge’” by 
buying in half as much as they sell at 
the time they put out the options—so 
thelr losses were not s0 large as they 
seem. 

As has praviously been pointed out fn 
this paper, the key to the stock market is 
tHe financial position of the great corpo- 
rations which have large floating debis, 
totalling over $200,000,000, and which, 
per force, must arrange to retire them 
some tiJme during the next year or s9 
Presumably this must be done through 
new issues of bonds. Assuming thar 
they do not extend their floating debts 
it will be necessary to make a market in 
which they can sell bonds. This educat- 
ing process is now going on and when 
“temporary”’’ notes begin to mature snort- 
ly after fhe beginning of the year, it 1s 
calculated that the public will have de- 
veloped a good appetite for new bonds. 
and there will be no difficulty in putting 
out a fiberal supply of them. This, of 
course, is assumng that nothing of an 
unfavorable character occurs in the mean- 
time. 

Steel Trade Picking Up. 

The business outlook is all right at the 
moment. The steel trade—a good hbarom- 
eter of general conditions—is forging 
ehead at a rapid rate and sellers now 
have the whiphand over buyers, 

The Yatest opinions that are worth hav- 
ing are fo the efect that the price of 
steel rails will be maintained at $28 and 
that soon large orders will be placed by 
the leading railroads, because they them- 
selves expect to benefit by increased 
trade, and they are willing to give the 
gtec! industry the benefit of a part of 
their profits. All other branches of the 
sfeel trade are now picking up rapidly. 
What is true of steel and textile mills 
applies in a measure to many other lines 
ef trade, 

No Money Stringency. 

Bankers speak with great confidence 
and declare that there need be no ap- 
prehension about anything, so far ag 
they can see; that there 1s ample money 
fer all requirements and there is no 
sign of stringency between now and the 
end of the year. Secretary Shaw is 
expected to draw moderately from the 
depository banks in the near future in 
order to increase the treasury’s working 
balance. The new Japanese loan will 
absorb some $30,000,000 of American 
m.oney, but the latter, at least, will be 
raised in installments, just as the last 
$25,000,000 was raised, and there wil) 
be no disturbance to the money market 
Japan, of course, must continue buying 
supplies here. We shall get the bulk 
of her orders, because of our peculiar 
location and the impossibility of Ev- 
ropean countries sending much to Japan 
without risking seizure by Russta. We 
ghall, therefore, get back most of the 
$80,000,000 loaned to Japan in actual 
trade 

Northern Securities Suit. 

Two subjects which are beginning to 
receive a good dea] of attention are the 
possibility of new corporate deals pend- 
ing the outcome of the Northern Secai- 
ties suit, which has gone to trial] be- 
fore the United States circuit court of 
apealg in Philadelphia, and the future 
attitude of the administration toward 
trusts and other combinations. It scems 
morally certain that the big financiers 
have important plans under way, but 
which they are saying little about, which 
promfse to bring about radical changes 
on the railroad map, and bring togetner 
independent industria] concerns, They 
calculate, probably, to use some of these 
for helping the stock market, after the 
fashion of the spring of !90]1. It Is 
now conceded in hanking circles that 
some understanding has probably been 
reached between the Hill and Harirman 
factions in Northern Securities, for the 
distribution of assets, and that some 
announcement may be expected shortly, 
perhaps. after the court has handed 
down a decision. This, it is assumed, 
will have an important bearing on the 
western railroad situation, and Is large- 
ly responsible for the buoyancy of cer- 


Other brokers looked on in wonder, try- 
ing to make out how far he might be 
‘“‘bluffing’’ and how far he was anxious 
to get the actual stock. It was difficult 
to determine how far he was represent- 
ing himself and how far big interests. 
Such is one of the advantages of using 
well known operators instead of their 
customary firms for the execution of or- 
ders.

most all large churches now have a weekly church paper, but few have gone 
@ step farther and added to the church a job printing plant. This has been done 
of late years by one of the largest and wealthies churches in Boston. In a re- 
eént article in a Boston paper the pastor sums up the work of the printing 
office and its benefit to the church, The plant which was put in a little over two 
years ago represents a cash outlay of about $800. Since the plant was put in 
the receipts from all sources amount to about $1,700. The expenses have been 
about $280 in this same time. The shop has enabled the church to get out all its 
Own stationery and publish its little weekly for two years for the sum of $280. 
At the same time the receipts of the of fice from advertising in the little paper, 
subscriptions and extra job work has netted the church the sum named above. 
Of course much of the stock for the plant is gladly donated and members of the 
printers’ trade who are members of the church do much of the work free of any 
charge. There will arise in many minds the propriety of sucn a thing as a church 
printing, and yet if t is consecrated to the work in hand there is absolutely no 
reason why a modern institutional church should not have its own printing 
plant just as many have their own electric light and heating plants, If it facill- 
tates the work of the church and at the same time prove another avenue of 
revenue for the running expenses of the church, the plan fs at least worth a trial 
by all the large institutional churches, 


{Tnion of Presbyterian Churrches in Foreign Lands. 


HILE the Presbyterian bodies in this country, a dozen or more of 
W item have been perpetuating themselves, and have taken no formal 
steps until recently looking toward a reunion, their representatives in 
foreign lands have recognized the need of union among themselves and with 
other Christian bodies whose polity as well as belief is similar to their own. 
The Presbyterians of Japan, Brazil and Mexico have already been set apart 
from the church in America, and have organized independent bodies to which 
their churches and ministers belong. Those in India received permission to 
take similar action from the general assembly meeting in Buffalo last May. 
Overtures have come from China looking toward that end, and the mis- 
sionaries in Korea have consulted the foreign poard as to the wisdom of pre- 
senting an application for an independent church in that empire soon. The 
request from India, which was heartily granted, contemplates the establishment 
of the general assembly of the Presbyterian church of India. The subiect of a 
closer wnion of the Presbyterian churches in that empire has been under dis- 
cussion since 1853. It was begun by a pamphlet by J. T. Maclagan, an elder 
vf the church of Scotland, and was taken up definitely by the American Presby- 
terian church at the triennial meeting of its synod of northern India in 
18€5. The synod appointed a committee to correspond with the different. Pres- 
byterian bodies in India, and to ascertain their sentiments on the question, Six 
years later a conference of representatives of four of the bodies was held in 
Allahabad, and a general conference was held in that city a few months Jater. 
This conference, while convinced of tne desirability of corporate ynion embracing 
al: the Presbyterions in India, say certain difficulties in the way of its im- 
mediate accomplishment, and for more than thirty years conferences have been 
held from time to time, which have finally brought about what promises to 
be a permanent union. The steps taken during this time have been these: 1, 
The promotion of mutual sympathy and the sense of unity among the Presby- 
terlan churches in India, 2 Arranging for cooperation and mutual help. 3. The 
promotion of the stabiilty and self-support of the native churches, and thetr 
encouragement in direct Jabor for the evangelization of India. 4. The prepara- 
tion of the way for organic union among the native Presbyterian churches in 
that land 
The movement has gained strength, until it has been deemed wise to call a 
provisional general assembly to meet at Allahabag in December. The foliow- 
ing is a list of the twele Presbyteran bodies represented in the work in In- 
dia: The Church of Scotland, the Unite d Free Church of Scotand, Synod of 
Original Seceders, tht Presbyterian Church of England, the Welsh Calvin 
istic Methodist. church, the Presbyterian Church of Ireland, the Presbytceriaa 
Church in the United States of Amefca, the United Presbyterian Church of 
North America, the Reformed (Dutcn) Church in America, the Presbyterian 
Church of Canada, the Reformed Presbytery of India, and the Gopalgunga 
Evangeiistic Mission; it is hoped that Ceylon will bt eventually included in the 
union, where the congregations represent the Church of Scotland and the Re- 
formed Church of Holland. Representatives of nine of the twelve churches 
mentioned, except to form the assembiy, representing Ireland, Scotland, Eng- 
jand, America, India, Wales and Canada. The work of this convention in A)- 
lahabad in December will be watched with great interest throughout the whole 
world. >

As a re- 
sult the past few days has witnessed 
the completion of the immense frame- 
work bf the enormous train shed which 
is a part of the new depot. 

The general public has not the faint- 
est concepffon of the immensity of thre 
depot property which 1s being erected for 
the purpose of fhdling the larger por- 
tion of Atlanfa’s ‘traveling population. 

That the depot has ben planned for a 
city of a population of 500,000 in the 
near future is readily recognized. The 
shed is easily four times as large as 
the.on which now does duty as a partial 
covering for the 100 trains daily which 
pass in and out of it. : 

The old shed has about seven tracks 
under cover, and the new one will have 
about eighteen. But not 
respect is the new shed larger, 
length it is alsO more than three or 
four times ahead of the old one- The 
immense proportions of this shed can 
be easily seen by a reference to the 
photograph on this page.

The main buiiding of the new passen- 


ger station will be one of the most at- 
tractive in the whole country, and 
though not as large as others in the 
great northern cities, ag to convenience 
ang beauty, it will be unsurpassed by 
any station in the land. 

To those who have been sufficiently 
interested in the construction of the 
new depot to closely watch the details, 
many striking and usual occurrences 
have called for special comment. The 
fact that the site of the enormous shed 
has been practically built up from out of 
a large gully which had been used by Lhe 
city for dumping ground purposes, is in 
fiself a fact worthy of special mention. 
At some points in order to get the level 
plateau which now greets the eye around 
the depot site a fill of some fifty to 
seventy-five feet was necessary. 

The photograph showing the rear end 
of tre shed gives an idea of the great 
depth of the fill at this point. A uniqtie 
fight during the process of the filling in 
was the down-hill tumble of the mules 
as they would go to the edge of the fl) 
and on down the steep grade spreading 
their load of dirt ag they went.

Cherished Autonomy. 

But entirely apart from that and from 
ithe merits of the succession dispute, the 
kaiser’s masterful method is resented 
i'throughout Germany. ‘The other states 
are quite rebellious at the thought that 
‘their cherished atutononiy may be in- 
'truded upon in like fashion. To quell 
‘the storm, the emperor hastened to ex- 
plain through Count von Buelow that he 
had no objection to the continuance of 
|the status quo until the law decides the 
| succession. 

| This question of the successfon brings 
tout some curious points—curious, that is, 
[to Britons, who have now nothing of the 
sort to worry them. But Germany fs 
l very much in earnest, and it Is to be 
‘hoped, for the sake of the Internal peace 
‘of the empire, that the Lippe-Detmold 
‘decision will have a much more far- 
\reaching effect than is involved in this 
(particular case. 

It is all a question of ancestry. Mem- 
| bers of European reigning families whoo 
marry “beneath them’ automatically 
drop out of the line of succession unless 
they are “recognized’’ bv the family ctr- 
clee concerned (iermany has no fewer 
than fifty princelv and fifty-one count!

Another Candidate. 


When Count Ernst took over the re- 
gency, the Schaumburg-Lippes unearthed 
the. fact that his «irect ancestress. 
Modeste Von Unruh, was not among the 
elect, and when his son succeeded him 
they came forward with the even more 
damaging indictment that Count Leo- 
pold’s own mother, the Countess of War- 
tensleben, was not eligible, and that 
therefore her descendants must be dis- 
qualified. 

Not to be outdone, the Biesterfelds 
made diligent search of the Schaumburg- 
Lippe fdmily tree, and found that an 
ancestress lacked the necessary quantity 
of blue blood to ensure an untainted 
genealogical descent. 

As though the issue were not sufficient- 
ly complicated, another claimant has now 
entered the arena. He is Count George 
of Lippe-Blesterfeld-Weissenfeld, head of 
a third branch of the family, and he 
proudly asserts that there is no question 
of taint in his triple-barrelled name. If 
Count Leopold and Prince Adolf both 
fail by reason of flawe in their ancestry, 
the throne of Lippe-Detmold, he says, 
must come to him. 

Most of the reign! families of Europe 
are open to some such charge. The name-
